respite to permit the removal of 
passengers, .but the indescribable, 
panic which began among the im- 
migrants on hoard as soon as the 
underwater craft was sighted was 
responsible for the loss of many 
lives. In a mad rush for safety, 


men, women and children over- 
whelmed the boats, several 
of 


which were overturned before 
they could be lowered. Many of 
the occupants fell into the sea and 
were drowned. 


Passengers agree ,the corres- 


respohdent says that shots fired 


around the steamer by the sub- 
marine, apparently to hasten the 
loading of the boats, added to 
tho panic.

er unjustly, nor harshly judged by another. mortal. He could not 
mold the doctrines for each, but he could grant each the right of 
free will and friendly consideration. 
So lie labored diligently 


and loved earnestly and to him came the finest blessing a, mortal 
can strive for a good name and the good will of his fellowman, 
and in death he was honored and mourned generously and sympa- 
thetically, as he had striven.
